Releases of fresh water sup- 
plies into the Everglades Na- 
tional Park have been started 
from Conservation Area 3 un- 
der a new monthly schedule pro- 
posed by the Central and South- 
ern Florida Flood Control Dis- 
trict and now endorsed by the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

Robert L. Searle of Coral 
Gables, member of the FCD 
Governing Board, announced 
that one gate in Spillway S-12- 
D was cracked open Thursday, 
April 15 by the Corps. Releases 
of 10 cubic feet of water per 
second (4,500 gallons per min- 
ute) are now flowing into the 
Park. 

For many months the Park — 
suffering from drought — has 
been asking for additional quan- 
tities of fresh water, 

Searle said the interim sche- 
dule which has just been put 
into effect was proposed by the 
FCD Board at its December 11th 
meeting at South Miami City, 
Hall The schedule was subse- 
quently supplied to the Park and 
Corps for comments. 

Bill Storch, FCD Chief En- 
gineer, told the Palm Beach- 
Broward Counties Recreational 
Development Committee Wed- 
nesday that a "non-flood dis- 
charge” schedule — with two 
“zones” of releases — was work- 
ed up by the FCD. 


The Upper Zone is based 
on median flows through 
the Tamiami Trail into the 
Park during the period of 
record of 26 years, he said. 
The Lower Zone releases 
were figured on the basis 
of minimum water stages 
during ithe lowest six years 
of the period of record. 


"It is a monthly schedule,” 
said Storch, “Minimum releases

Average $118 Refund 
From US Internal Rev. 


Income tax refund checks 
totalling 58.1 million dollars 
have been received by 505,518 
Florida residents through April 
14, Laurie W. Tomlinson, Dis- 
trict Director of Internal Reve- 
nue said today. 

Tomlinson assured taxpayers 
that all income tax returns are 
processed in the order of re- 
ceipt, without regard to the geo- 
graphical area in which the tax- 
payer resides. 

"Florida taxpayers have been 
most cooperative in sending the 
income tax reterns which indi- 
cate a refund due to our Cham- 
blee, Georgia Service Center,” 
Tomlinson said. 

However, he recognized that 
some taxpayers are experienc- 
ing delay in receiving their 1e- 
fund checks. 

Several conditions may exist 
which could result in delaying 
the processing of a refund, For 
example, incorrect social secur- 
ity numbers; information shown 
on the wrong line; or the use 
of the wrong tax table by tax- 
payers are some of the most fre- 

of delay.

from processing to be consider- 
ed for audit before issuance of 
a refund.” 
Tomlinson 
said, “taxpayers will be notified 
by our audit division that their 
return has been selected for exa- 
mination.” 

“This is not a new procedure’

always contained a provision 
for an examination of a seg- 
ment of income tax retur 
prior to the issuance of a 
fund.”
